NEW SICK 
LEAVE CALL-IN 
PROCEDURES 

1 . Employee calls 
switchboard to report sick 
leave request and states to 
whom he/she reports. 

2. Switchboard logs in call 
and pertinent information 
in log and immediately 
posts the electronic bulletin 
board with canceled classes 
or meetings, if the person 
reported sick is serving as a 
team leader for meeting. 

3. Switchboard notifies 
responsible dean/supervisor 
as soon as possible. 

Written notification is also 
placed in dean's mailbox. 
The switchboard operator 
will record on the call-in 
log the name of the person 
notified in the dean's office. 

4 . Switchboard operator 
will maintain call-in log and 
forward a copy to the Dean 
o: Human Resources 
before the close of the day 
on Friday of each week. 

5. Should the absent 
employee call his/her dean 
about his/her absence, it 
remains the responsibility 
of the employee to notify 
the switchboard operator. 

6. If the absent employee 


is a faculty member with 
classes, the switchboard 
operator must personally 
talk with someone in the 
dean's office to ensure 
students are informed of 
class cancellation. 

7. The dean's office will 
post a canceled class 
notification on the door of 
the classroom and have the 
notification of canceled 
classes announced on the 
hall video monitor system. 

8. If an employee becomes 
ili during the normal duty 
day, he/she should notify 
his/her respective dean, 
director, or administrative 
supervisor prior to 
departure from campus. It 
is also the responsibility of 
the employee to notify the 
switchboard operator 
before leaving the campus. 
(Exceptions 'or emergency 
situations.) If the absent 
employee is an instructor, 
the switchboard operator 
will post canceled classes 
or office hours on the 
electronic bulletin board. 

9. After 5:30 p.m. and on 
weekends, the switchboard 
operator should notify the 
night duty administrator 
and post canceled classes 
on the electronic bulletin 
board. The night 
administrator should post 
notification of class 
cancellation on the 
classroom door.

I i you need audio visual 
equipment that is not 
already available in the new 
campus, please take the 
following steps: 

1. Call Jean Epps, ext. 
2228, as far in advance as 
possible to schedule AV 
equipment. 

2. Include in your request 
the call number, date, time 
and type of equipment 
needed. 

3. Pick up no more than 
24 hours in advance. 

4. Before class, go to 
Room 2010 and ask for the 
scheduled equipment. 

5. AV equipment must be 
returned to Room 20 1 0 
immediately after class. 

6. All AV materials picked 
up at the Fredd or Skyiand 
Campus must be returned 
by the instructor directly to 
that campus. 

All AV equipment 
assigned individual 
instructors must be 
supervised or stored in 
locked rooms at all times. 
This is the instructors's 
responsibility.
